HOWARD BRAGG has always been one of those peo- 
ple who make things happen. Bragg, a 1942 EAST SIDE 
HIGH graduate, left high schol realizing that you don’t 
have to lose who you are to become what you want to 
be. Bragg holds the distinction of being one of the original 
“TUSKEGEE AIRMEN” — a fiercely determined group 
of men at the Tuskegee Air Force base who in 1942 
changed the complexion of the American combat pilots 
during World War II from a microchromatic to a kalei- 
doscope color scheme. 


Being first is never easy and despite all odds, the Tus- 
kegee Airmen fought against discrimination and unre- 
lentless resistance to discourage them from joining the 
ranks of America’s fighter bombers. Courage, pride and 
strong determination propelled these men to excel in avi- 
ation heretofore closed to them. 


During World War II, because the 332nd Fighter 
Squadron didn’t lose a single bomber to enemy fire, 
АА = = A E American bomber crews, initially reluctant to accept Af- 
rican-American pilots, began to request their support. 
H O W A R D B R A G G The Tuskegee Airmen with their dream of recognition 
and acceptance finally won after two years of combat, 
proved not only to our nation, but the world, that pride 
and confidence in one’s individual abilities can help one 
overcome even the most overwhelming odds. 


These Black aviators labelled and recognized as the “Schwarze Vogelmenchen” (Black Birdmen) by the Luftwaffe, 
were awarded 150 Distinguishesd Flying Crosses, 744 Air Medal and Clusters, Legions of Merit, the Red Star of 
Yugoslavia and the Presidential Unit Citation. 


Bragg is currently a member of the East Coast Chapter of the national organization of Tuskegee Airmen’s Scholarship 
Fun serving as Parliamentarian. This fund awards over $50,000 in scholarships annually to young people across the 
country who have demonstrated an ability and desire to learn and progress in aviation and aerospace careers. 


Bragg and his wife of forty-five years reside in Orange, New Jersey and are the proud parents of three children. 
Bragg attended Rutgers and Seton Hall Universities and at the age of 72, is still actively working as a financial and 
business development consultant in his company-owned business — Info Design, Inc., a business devoted to serving 
energy and environmental projects. His role as a spokesman for the Tuskegee Airmen constantly keeps him on the 
move across the country speaking quite often to youth groups. "It gives me so much pleasure and a great deal of joy 
to go before young people and especially minorities, to talk to them about the advantages of taking the right way to 
money and fame, versus the wrong way that might very well lead to destruction and sometimes death."
